London. Nov. 2.—Negotiations be­ 
tween Great Britain t::;i llucuia look­ 
ing to a settlement ot the North sea 
affair are progressing favorably, and 
there Is not the slightest danger of any 
friction arising between the two gov­ 
ernments. The constitution of the in­ 
ternational 
commiss.on 
under The 
Hague convention Is on the verge of 
sett! -ment. 
In spite of th«»=e pacific conditions, 
Great Britain yesterday experienced 
a war panic that can only be compared 
to the panic created on Sunday, Oct. 
23, when tho news of the sinking of 
the trawlers in the North sr-a was re­ 
ceived. 
Not for years have so many 
alarmist reports and flaming extras 
flcKxied London. 
The most extraordi­ 
nary feature of this scare, which was 
serious enough while it lasted. Is that 
thor»:* was not cne single circumstance 
to Justify it. 
The excitement started 
early in the day, when the newspapers 
announced the departure of the Rus­ 
sian Baltic squadron from Vigo. 
The 
public were not In possession of the 
Information that only the officers con­ 
cerned in the firing on the British 
trawlers would be- detached, and jump­ 
ed at the conclusion that Russia had 
broken faith by not detaining the ves­ 
sels Involved in the affair. 
On top of 
this came wild reports of tremendous 
activity at Gibraltar. 
Hour by hour 
the news from Gibraltar became more 
serious, until at last the climax was 
reacb -d with the announc-ment that 
the British fleet had cleared for ac- 
ti >n. Some even caid that the fleet had 
sailed to m R o j c s t v e n s k y ’s squad- 
roa. In huge typo the -.¡»pers made the 
parallel statement3, “The British Fleet 
Has Cleared for Action“—“The Rus-1 
sian Fleet Has frib'd.” 
: 
No newspaper and no person seemed 
able to explain these events. The re­ 
assuring information that the sailing 
of the Baltic squadron from Vigo was 
with the knowledge of and agreeable 
to the British government was not 
even hinted at by the papers here. 
The news from Gibraltar became 
more and more alarming, and finally 
the foreign office was overrun by re­ 
porters, some of whom brought the 
rumor that Admiral Beresford had al­ 
ready sunk the remnant of Admiral 
Rojestrenskv’s 
fleet. 
Ambassador 
Benckendorff at that moment was qui­ 
etly discussing with Forpign Minister 
Lansdowne the personnel of the Inter­ 
national commission, but it was popu­ 
larly rumored that he was receiving an 
ultimatum. 
Premier Balfour, Admiral 
Bir John Fisher, commander-in-chief 
at Portsmouth: Lord Selborne. first 
lord of the admiralty, and Prince Louis 
Of Battenburg, director of naval Intel­ 
ligence. were all In conference, and It 
was openly hinted that they were plan­ 
ning the first stroke of war. 
As a 
matter of fact, they, like Lord Lans­ 
downe, were engaged in considering 
names that had been sugested for the 
international commission. 
When all 
London was in this state of mind and 
while anybody who might be supposed 
to know anything was constantly be­ 
ing asked. “Has war been declared?” 
the forelrn office decided to adopt a 
course most unusual for It, and In or­ 
der to allay th -» public excitement, 
gave out to the press a statement 
which served to Inform the people here 
of thp exact eltuition. 
The general 
public, however, wr-ct to bed last night 
firm In the conviction that It would 
wake up to hear that Admiral Rojest- 
vensky was at the bottom of the sea

The allowance Is also made for the j 
exasperation of Great Britain over the 
seemingly callous action of Admiral 
Rojestvensky in goin* his ’'way a fte r» 


firing on the trawlers and In not re­ 
porting the incident until he reached 
Vigo. 
The explanation offered tn the 
highest source seems to acquit the ad 
miral of all blame. 
It is pointed out 
that he could not send a dispatch by 
a torpedo boat, all craft rf that de­ 
scription being ahead of tie battle- 
sHlps and cruisers, and that he had no 
alternative except to detach a orulser. j 
Admiral Rojestvensky was too appre­ 
hensive of revealing hi3 whereabouts 
to do this, fearing an attack In British ! 
waters, and so, it is theorized, decided 
to proceed to Vigo with the whole of 
tho squadron.

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It would be a peculiar circumstance 
if to an Indiana man should be left the 
solution of a matter that has caused 
the deepest anxiety to cotton planters 
of the South, but indications are that 
a resident of the Hoosier state may 
find a means of solving a problem the 
lack of a solution of which is likely to 
bring ruin to hundreds of planters in 
the gulf states. 
Col. Isaac W. Brown 
the Indiana “bird and bee man,” who 
is kept on the road on a salary paid 
by Miss Helen Gould, believes he can 
find a solution for the boll weevil prob 
lem that is confronting the Southern 
planters, and will in a short time go 
to Texas to investigate the conditions 
on the spot. It is Colonel Brown’s be 
lief that some sort of bird can be found 
that will devour the weevil and their 
larvae and thus exterminate the pesL 
"Every bug has its bird,” says Colonel 
Brown, "and I see no reason why the 
boll weevil snould be an exception to 
the rule. 
I shall try to find out just 
what sort of bird may be adapted to 
the climatic and other condltions- 
bird that will live on the weevil and 
Its eggs and larvae. 
The introduction 
of this species of bird will be the next 
thing, and by this means I believe it 
will be possib le if not to exterminate 
the weevil entirely, at least to make 
them so scarce as to be no longer a 
menace to the cotton growing industry 
of the South.” 
Colonel Brown will 
leave at once for Texas, where he will 
begin his study of conditions in the 
cotton belt. 


That the state is in danger of a 
most 
serious 
plague 
of 
malignant 
smallpox this winter Is tho belief of 
D/. Hurty, secretary of the state board 
of health. A veritable nest of the dis 
ease has been found at Thorntown 
where over sixty cases, all of the m i 
lignant type, have been found.

General Kuropatkin Sees Hopelessness 


of a General Engagement. 
St. Petersburg, Nov. 2.—The expec­ 
tation of serious developments at the 
theater of war has again failed of ro-. 
alizatlon. 
Today’s official dispatches 
record nothing more serious than the 
usual skirm ishes. 
The strategists at 
the war office are generally inclined to 
believe that the expected great battle 
may be deferred and possibly may not 
occur this year, though the Japanese 
may make a desperate effort to flank 
General K uropatkin and compel him 
to surrender Mukden. 
If General Ku­ 
ropatkin Is convinced that the Jap­ 
anese are now numerically superior, 
he may decide to draw off, as it would 
obviously be unprofitable to risk a 
general engagem ent until the vast ar­ 
mies to be p laced u n d e r his command 
can reach M anchuria. 
W hatever hap­ 
pens, however, it is not likely that the 
Japanese can ta k e 
K u ro p atk in una­ 
wares. 
Repeated reconnaissances be­ 
yond the Japanese lines betray the 
strength and p u rp o se s of Field Mar­ 
shal Oyama’s m o v em en ets. If tho Jap­ 
anese really intend to advance, it is 
likely they will do so immediately and 
not await the arrival of the eight Rus­ 
sian corps, the first echelon of which 
is already at Mukden.

L A R A B E E ’S M U R D E R 


Is Now Being Avenged by the Persian 
Government. 
W ashington. Nov. 2.—Mr. Pearson, 
United States m inister to Persia, has 
cabled the state departm ent that he 
has em phatically reiterated his une­ 
quivocal demand for the just and prop­ 
er punishm ent of those responsible for 
the murder of Dr. Larabee, the Ameri­ 
can missionary. 
Mr. Pearson also re­ 
ported that he had Just been told by 
the m inister of foreign affairs, who re­ 
ceived his inform ation from the Brown 
Prince, that six of the acceaories to

By way of 
retribution for 
Larabee’s m utilation 
the Persian m ilitary commander had 
two of the ringleaders decapitated 
and their heads exposed on bayonets. 


News Gives Satisfaction. 
Paris, 
Nov. 2.—The news of the 
signing of the arbitration treaty be­ 
tween France and the United States 
in W ashington is received here with 
the warmest expressions of approval, 
particularly 
in 
governm ent 
circles, 
where the treaty is regarded not only 
as a strong bond between the two re­ 
publics, but also as an im portant ex­ 
tension of Foreign M inister D elcasse’g 
series of peace treaties. 


Remarkable Demonstration at Politi­ 
cal Meeting at Newark. 
Newark, N. J., Nov. 2.—Eventually 
ineffective, but tem porarily successful, 
was the attem pt made last night to 
rout a m onster Denaoer itic meeting 
at the Essex Troop armory, where 
Judge Parker was the principal speak­ 
er. 
The great bull ling with a capa­ 
city said to be r. ore than two-thirds 
that of Madison f r mre Garden in New 
York, was filled, and at the first men­ 
tion of the present adm inistration and 
the name of President Roosevelt hun­ 
dreds broke forth with t errific cheer­ 
ing and for sever .1 minutes it appear­ 
ed as though tho Democrats were in 
the minority. The scene that followed 
was one of unim aginable confusion. 
H isses 
and 
cheers 
were 
mingled. 
W ords in anger and threats were 
heard and the police were powerless 
to control. 
Finally the Democrats by 
sbeer force of num terg and their great­ 
er volume of sound drowned out their 
adversaries. 
The 
disturbance 
occurred 
before 
Judge Parker reached the hall. 
The 
m eeting was under the auspice* of the 
P arker Constitution Club of New Je r­ 
sey, Richard V. Lindabury was in­ 
troduced as the presiding officer. 
He 
began his speech devoted to national 
Issues, but had not fairly started be­ 
fore it became evident that there were 
a num ber of Republicans in the build­ 
ing. 
Mr. Lindabury referred to the 
alleged usurpation of power by the ex­ 
ecutive in the Panam a republic inci­ 
dent, which appeared to be the signal 
for the outbreak. 
In an Instant the representatives of 
the two parties were locked in a com­ 
bat of hoots and hisses, handclapping 
and cheers. 
Mr. Lindabury appeared 
to be taken by surprise and he repeat­ 
ed the reference to Panam a, again 
mentioning the name of President 
Roosevelt, which was cheered louder 
than ever. 
By this tim e the Demo­ 
crats In the audience were ready to 
meet the attack, which they did with 
hisses for the Interruptions and cheers 
for the Democratic candidate. 
In defiance of the attem pt to rout 
him, Mr. Lindabury abandoned the 
speech he had prepared for the occa­ 
sion and talked directly at the disturb­ 
ers.
